The su.'ce-'s.H- to Fojix, Torelus Fes- 


tus, 
seems to have been In some re- 


spct ts like minded to Tellx, for he, too, 
was milling to do the Jews a pleasure 
(xxiv, 27; xxv, 1'J), and he would have 
.sent Paul back to Jerusalem hud he 
been willing to s:o. This was what the 
Jews desired, that they might lay In 
wait for him by the way and kill him 
(xxv, 
3). Their hatred of Paul does 


not seem to have decreased In the least 
during two years, for they were sfill 
full of nrlevou-, complaints against him 
whli h they could not prove (verse* 2, 
7). lie was linving woudrous fellow- 
ship wiih tlip Lord Jesus, for whose 
sake lie was suffering and of whom It 
was written. "False witnesses did rise 
up; they laid to my charge things that 
I knew not." "liepronch hath broken 
my heart, and I am full of heaviness" 
(Ps. XXXT, 11; Ixix, 20). 


When we consider such words as 


the*c, "Thou sbalt lie lild from the 
scourge of tlie tongue," "Thou Shalt 
keep them secretly in a pavilion from 
the strife of tonsues," "There shall jio 
evil befall thee," "No weapon that is 
formed against thee shall prosper" 
(Job v, 21; I's. xx xl, 20; xci, 10; Isa. 
llv, 17) and other similar assurances 
we are tempted to wonder a little, but 
then we remember that Paul was told 
that he must suffer great things for 
Christ's sake, and he taught others 
that we must through much tribula- 
tion enter into the kingdom of God and 
that all who will live godly in Christ 
Jesus shall suffer persecution. And our 
Lord baid to Ills disciples that in the 
world we would have tribulation, and 
after lie ascended He said to one of 
the churches that the devil would cast 
some of them into prison, but they 
were to continue faithful even if tliej 
died for it, mid some who had been 
killed were told to rest awhile till oth-- 
era should be killed as they were (Acts 
Is, Ifi; xlv, 2L>; II Tim. ill. 12; John xvi, 
33; Rev. 11, 10; vl, 11). He certainly 
loves His own nml will to the utter- 
most, yet lie allowed the disciples 
to toil nearly all nljrht against a con- 
trary wind, and He allowed Lazarus 
to continue sick and die and be burled 
that God illicit be glorified. • 


AVe must bear in mind that Just be- 


cause ^e are Ilis we have the world, 
the fle-'h and the devil to contend with, 
but lie will not suffer us to be tried 
above that we arc able, and all our 
trials nml nllllctions are working for 
us a far more exceeding aud eternal 
weight of glory (I Cor. x, 13; II Cor. 
Iv, 15-18). 
When from the kingdom 


and the glory we look back over our 
life story and consider nil the way 
by whi< h HP has led us we may per- 
haps see a reason for everything He 
has done or permitted. But we shall 
surely say ri?ht wns the pathway lead- 
ing to this-. It therefore becomes us 
during this little while to say, "As for 
God, 
Ills way is perfect;" "Just and 


true are Thy ways, Thou King of na- 
flons" (Ps. xviii, 30; Rev. xv, ill). 


It' only we < ould have no will of our 


own and rest wholly anil fully in the 
perfect will and love of God we would 
have a foretaste of liea\en in spite of 
all ot.r trials bero. When Paul refused 
to return to Jerusalem aud appealed to 
(""acsiir that decided matters for the 
present, and Ke-iJus said, "Unto Cae- 
sar shnlt (hoit go1' (verses !M2). It 
may be that the Lord's night message 
to Lim, "So imi.st ;hou bear witness 
also at Homo" (xxiii, 11), helped him 
to decide to appeal to Caesar, for Cae- 
sar meant Tiome, nud this may have 
seen.ed to him his opportunity.

Text of the Lescon, Acts xxv, 1-12. 


Memory Verses, 10, 11—Golden Text, 
Matt. A, 25—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 
The su.'ce-'s.H- to Fojix, Torelus Fes- 


tus, 
seems to have been In some re- 


spct ts like minded to Tellx, for he, too, 
was milling to do the Jews a pleasure 
(xxiv, 27; xxv, 1'J), and he would have 
.sent Paul back to Jerusalem hud he 
been willing to s:o. This was what the 
Jews desired, that they might lay In 
wait for him by the way and kill him 
(xxv, 
3). Their hatred of Paul does 


not seem to have decreased In the least 
during two years, for they were sfill 
full of nrlevou-, complaints against him 
whli h they could not prove (verse* 2, 
7). lie was linving woudrous fellow- 
ship wiih tlip Lord Jesus, for whose 
sake lie was suffering and of whom It 
was written. "False witnesses did rise 
up; they laid to my charge things that 
I knew not." "liepronch hath broken 
my heart, and I am full of heaviness" 
(Ps. XXXT, 11; Ixix, 20). 


When we consider such words as 


the*c, "Thou sbalt lie lild from the 
scourge of tlie tongue," "Thou Shalt 
keep them secretly in a pavilion from 
the strife of tonsues," "There shall jio 
evil befall thee," "No weapon that is 
formed against thee shall prosper" 
(Job v, 21; I's. xx xl, 20; xci, 10; Isa. 
llv, 17) and other similar assurances 
we are tempted to wonder a little, but 
then we remember that Paul was told 
that he must suffer great things for 
Christ's sake, and he taught others 
that we must through much tribula- 
tion enter into the kingdom of God and 
that all who will live godly in Christ 
Jesus shall suffer persecution. And our 
Lord baid to Ills disciples that in the 
world we would have tribulation, and 
after lie ascended He said to one of 
the churches that the devil would cast 
some of them into prison, but they 
were to continue faithful even if tliej 
died for it, mid some who had been 
killed were told to rest awhile till oth-- 
era should be killed as they were (Acts 
Is, Ifi; xlv, 2L>; II Tim. ill. 12; John xvi, 
33; Rev. 11, 10; vl, 11). He certainly 
loves His own nml will to the utter- 
most, yet lie allowed the disciples 
to toil nearly all nljrht against a con- 
trary wind, and He allowed Lazarus 
to continue sick and die and be burled 
that God illicit be glorified. • 


AVe must bear in mind that Just be- 


cause ^e are Ilis we have the world, 
the fle-'h and the devil to contend with, 
but lie will not suffer us to be tried 
above that we arc able, and all our 
trials nml nllllctions are working for 
us a far more exceeding aud eternal 
weight of glory (I Cor. x, 13; II Cor. 
Iv, 15-18). 
When from the kingdom 


and the glory we look back over our 
life story and consider nil the way 
by whi< h HP has led us we may per- 
haps see a reason for everything He 
has done or permitted. But we shall 
surely say ri?ht wns the pathway lead- 
ing to this-. It therefore becomes us 
during this little while to say, "As for 
God, 
Ills way is perfect;" "Just and 


true are Thy ways, Thou King of na- 
flons" (Ps. xviii, 30; Rev. xv, ill). 


It' only we < ould have no will of our 


own and rest wholly anil fully in the 
perfect will and love of God we would 
have a foretaste of liea\en in spite of 
all ot.r trials bero. When Paul refused 
to return to Jerusalem aud appealed to 
(""acsiir that decided matters for the 
present, and Ke-iJus said, "Unto Cae- 
sar shnlt (hoit go1' (verses !M2). It 
may be that the Lord's night message 
to Lim, "So imi.st ;hou bear witness 
also at Homo" (xxiii, 11), helped him 
to decide to appeal to Caesar, for Cae- 
sar meant Tiome, nud this may have 
seen.ed to him his opportunity. 


Kicg Asrippa. and Hernlce having 


come to Caesarea to salute Festus, the 
whole matter was laid before them, 
and Agrlppa expressed a desire to 
hear Piiul for himself, and that will 
be our lesion for next week. Thus was 
beina; fulfilled the Lord's message to 
An mi:is coni'cnihig Paul.
